Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnssota :

Secrion 1. That the supervisors of the town of Preg- 47 lswe bosds
ton, in the county of Fillmore, are hereby authorized
to issue the bonds of said town in a sum not exceeding
five thomsand dollars, in such denominations as they
shall determine, payable in one, two, and three years,
with interest not exceeding twelve per cent. per an-
num, for the purpose of building a bridge acruss Root
River, at or near the foot of 3t. Paul street, in the vil-
lage of Preston,
Sec. 2. The supervisors of said town shall each year May levy tax
levy a tax sufficient to pay the bonds and interest as
the same shall become due, and the county auditor,
upon the certificate of the said board of supervisors,
shall extend the amount so levied upon the tax list of
said town, and the same shall be collected in the same
manner as other taxes, and by the same officers.
Sec. 3. The bonds issued under the provisions of gow vonts
this act shall be signed by the chairman of the board sigued
of supervisors, and countersigned by the town clerk.
Said clerk shall keep a record of all bonds issued, with
the date, number, and amount, and to whom issued.
No bond shall be negotiated at less than its par value.
SEc. 4, The question of issuing bonds under this semastobevoted

Sec. 5. If the said town shall vote against issuing
any bonds under this act, then it shall be lawful for
said town, and they are hereby authorized, to vote a
tax not exceeding five thousand dollars for the pur-
pose of building the said bridge across Root River,
any general law limiting the amount to be raised by
any town in any one year notwithstanding. Said tax
8o voted shall be levied, extended upon the tax rolls,
and collected in the same manner and by the same
officers as other town taxes.

Skc. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
